Group II, claim(s) 9-19, 21 , 23, 25, drawn to a hybrid beam deposition methods 
for synthesizing metal oxide and metal-based oxide alloy films based on the 
combination of an oxygen rf plasma pre- and post-treatment and a metal oxide plasma. 

Group III, claim(s) 20, 22, 24 and 26, drawn to semiconductor devices.

3. This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 .
